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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments of claims 1 & 11 will not be entered because the new recitation that "said frame 
assembly sized so that there is a gap between said frame assembly and said enclosure" and that gases are exhausted into the "gap 
between said frame assembly and said enclosure" raises new issues that would require further consideration. Applicants again argue that 
Young does not disclose a network protector, defined as "a circuit breaker and additional electrical components". Both of these limitations ' 
are presented in the body of the claim and have been taught by Young as addressed in paragraph 3 page 7 of the final rejection. 
Applicants argue that the references do not teach a frame assembly or a plurality of electrical components, however, as addressed in 
paragraphs 2 & 3 of page 7 of the final rejection, Young teaches a frame assembly and a plurality of electrical components. Paragraph 1 
of page 8 states that the frame assembly, circuit breaker and enclosure of the references are separate components. With regard to 
Applicants' argument that the references must be in the field of endeavor or reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which the 
invention was concerned, both the claimed invention and the cited references are pertinent to the particular problem of arc venting and as 
such are analogous prior art. Finally, Applicants argue that the combined art teaches away from each other. As stated in paragraph 3 
page 8 of the final rejection, Rosen does not teach away from Young such that the Rosen reference was not the base reference and used 
specifically to teach that an arc chute can be associated with each main contact. 
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
